No. 1 /ETC(PN)/65.—In supersession of Public Notice No. 3/ETC(PN)/64, 
dated 5th September, 1964, on the above subject, It is notified that, with effect 
from the 16th May, 1965, the f.o.b. minimum prices for the export of the following 
varieties of garments made out of the handloom fabric commonly known as 
‘Bleeding Madras’ will be as given below:—

In the event of a doubt as to whether a particular garment is covered by the 
above list or not and also as to the particular category in which it will be deemed 
to fall, the decision of the Textile Commissioner to th# Government of India shall 
be final. 

2. Export of garments made of Bleeding Madras not falling within any of the 
above mentioned categories will not be permitted. This restriction will not, 
however, apply to garments made out of patch work fabric or other handloom 

fabrics. 

3. AH exports of graments of handloom fabrics including Bleeding Madras or 
patch work fabrics shall be subject to pre-shipment inspection by the Textiles 
Committee. That Committee may prescribe standards for export.
